state: 

1. We are the sole co-inventors of the invention which is described and claimed in 
the above-identified application (hereinafter 'the Invention"). 

2. Richard J. Zeman is presently Associate Professor in the Department of Cell 
Biology and Anatomy at New York Medical College. 

3. Joseph D. Etlinger is presently Professor and Chairman in the Department of 
Cell Biology and Anatomy at New York Medical College. 

4. We are identified as co-authors with Yong Feng and Hong Peng on the Zeman 
et al., article entitled "Clenbuterol, a p 2 -adrenoceptor agonist, improves locomotor and 
histological outcomes after spinal cord contusion in rats," which was published in 
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volume 159 of Experimental Neurology, pages 267-273 in September 1999 (hereinafter 
"the Article"). Of the four co-authors identified in the Article, we are the only two co- 
authors who are inventors of the Invention. That is, we are the only two co-authors who 
participated in the conception of the Invention. 

5. Yong Feng and Hong Peng, at the time of the article were both Research 
Associates in the laboratory of Dr. Zeman working under the direction and supervision of 
Dr. Zeman while doing scientific work and co-authoring the Article, and are not co- 
inventors of the subject matter described in the Article.
